ſands ;. and was he not in Leo, in the firft Year of King Chart, 
the I. when by Reaſon of the Plague the Parliament wa n. 
moved to Oxford? Was he not in Sagitary in 8th, 9th, and 19 
. of King Charles I. when peſtilential Diſeaſes raged in ſo 
many Parts of England? Was he not in S2gitary all the Ven 
1664. till December, near which Time began the great and ter. 
rible Plague in London, which almoſt depopulated that great and 
noble City, this was in the Year hlleview : And in which 
whole Year, by his direct and retrograde Motion, he was ng 
far advanced into Capricorn; then again in the Years 1682, 
1683, and 1684, he was in Leo; in 1683 was that violent Frof 
mentioned in our Chronologies ; and 1684 was that violent hot 
Summer, when mary People and Cattle died of ſtrange Diſtem- 
pers (but biefſed be God) it was not ſo violent in Londen at that 
Time, as to reach the Name of a Plague. In the Years 1701,
